Major  Holland  from  his  aftronomic  Obl'ervations, 
and    the   interior  Parts  have   been   carefully  ccrrc4fiecJ 

from  Governor  Pownall's  late  Map. The  Second^ 

being  the  Provinces  of  New  Tork,  Neiv  Jerfey,  Fenfyhaaiv., 
and  Maryland,  have  been  collated  with,  and  corrcd:ed 
by  Governor  Pownall's  late  Map ;  and  as  nothing  has 
yet  been  found,  or  can  be  more  exaft  than  MefTrs.
